In addition to the questions of finance 


tand legality of procedure involved iu the 
bridge problem in Appleton, there is the 
question of what the council purposes to 
iio after the people have voted and the 
"ballots are-counted. 
Xo official state- 


ment has come from the city hall to in- 
dicate what interpretation will be placed 
on the result of the referendum. 
Noth- 


ing lias been said that will enlighten the 
people as to what the council will do in 
the light of the preference expressed at 
the pollb. 


It is important that the people should 


1-now how the council will regard the ref- 
erendum. 
It is important to know whe- 


ther the council wijl consider the refer- 
endum as a mandate to build the bridges 
or merely as an authorization to proceed 
ivith the program if it sees fit. 


Three courses of action are open, to the 


common council if the people express a 
desire that the bridges be built. 
The 


council may ignore the referendum en- 
tirely, it rpay regard it as a mandate to 
build at once according to the program 
that has been outlined or the referendum 
may be considered as an authorization to 
build the bridges if they can be financed 
in an economical and businesslike way. if 
legal difficulties can be removed and 
right-of-way for streets obtained at a rea- 
sonable figure. 


There is very little probability that 


the council's attitude will be that of ig- 
noring the referendum entirely. 


If the council will accept an affirra- 


fetive vote in the referendum to build 
the bridges as a mandate to proceed 
with the program that has been outlined, 
the city of Appleton is face to face with 
grave difficulties and a rocky road lies 
ahead. As has been pointed out before, 
the proposal to borrow sufficient money 
from the general fund to enable the city 
to execute contracts for the actual con- 
struction of the bridges and to raise suf- 
ficient money lo succeeding tax rolls to 
complete the project, is fraught with 
great danger. There is the very large 
possibility that the whole matter will be 
precipitated in the courts and long and 
expensive litigation might result. But as- 


. Burning for the moment that there will be 


310 legal difficulties, the method itself is 
\insound and unbusinesslike. The sugges- 
tion that the taxpayers in three years 
Rh'ould pay for bridges that will be used 
for :it least 20 years when there is a possi- 
bility of spreading the payments over a 
longer period by issuing bonds, savors of 
politics and not of business. Jf the coun- 
cil chooses to regard the referendum as an 
obligation to proceed at once with bridge 
construction, in face of the difficulties and 
the poor business methods that have 
been pointed out, there is a grave danger 
that a vote favorable to the bridges will 
plunge the city into considerable trouble. 


If the council chooses to view the ref- 


erendum as an authorization to build the 
bridges under conditions that are safe the 


f way will be left open for new considera- 


tion of costs, acquisition of right-of-way 
»nd methods of financing. The referen- 
dum, if considered in this light, will'be 
nothing more or less than an expression 
from the people whether the council 
should give further thought to the bridge 
problem. Not many will deny that Ap- 
pleton needs more- bridges to take care 
of the increased traffic over the river and 
as long as bridges are needed they consti- 


v *utc a problem which the council must 
: fcive thought to. 


The referendum, to be worth anything 


fct all, must be considered a moral obliga- 
jtion OI1 *ne councilto carry out the wishes

Bt is the belief of the Post-Crescent that if

It. should announce whether the referen- 
dum will be considered as a mandate to 
build at once or whether it shall be viewed 
as an authorization to continue study of 
the bridge problem with tho view of build- 
ing when it believes conditions are right. 
The referendum will be held on March 20. 
There still is time for the council to make 
this all important announcement so that 
the people will know the real purpose 
of the referendum when they drop their 
vote in the ballot box. 


- NO CHECK OF PUBLIC PRESS 


An international movement is under 


great headway to emphasize in all climes 
and among all peoples the human rights 
of the press. The executive committee of 
the Press Congress of the "World is direct- 
ing the campaign, and it "is concentrating 
its efforts on the high idea that the press 
must be completely free. 


The press is an institution. It is a hu- 


man institution: human, in the sense that 
it is not only the organ which transmits 
major and minor news, but human in the 
sense that it is the forum in which the 
people speak, and the thought tower that 
holds all the noble ideals which mean hu- 
man happiness and prosperity. 


Incidentally, the press is a business 


L-oncern. It charges for one kind of serv- 
ice, which is publicity. 
There arc two 


phases to this publicity, one is news: the 
other is advertising, which is also news. 
It is quite obvious 
that, the press could 


not succeed as a business venture unless 
it fulfilled its duties as a public, a human 
institution. The press is a success only as 
the public's representative. 


Inasmuch as the press is the facility 


Avhich keeps the public fully informed on 
political and civic, as well as all other 
matters, and publishes honest opinion be- 
sides live news, it is entitled by right to 
the fullest freedom. 
It must be untram- 


mreled. It must be enabled to collect the 
news, and must be unrestrained in the dis- 
semination of news. 
Moreover, it must 


be at liberty to present opinion, in addi- 
tion to information. 
- The press may be trusted to refrain 


from publishing what it should not pub- 
lish. It n€eds no prohibitive law, no cur- 
tailing censorship, to decide what it may 
not do. Proper laws arc those that cor- 
respond with public opinion. Tho press 
is commercially and editorially responsi- 
ble to the people, which implies that it 
Tnust conduct itself as a public 'servant. 


It is more particularly to the interest 


of the public, than to that of the press, 
that the press should have full freedom 
in gathering and publishing news and 
opinion. 
These are times of pronounced^ 


republicanism. 
The people rule or arc 


striving to rule in every country. The 
people could not defend or advance their 
rights and privileges, they could not pre- 
serve their liberty without a free press. 


KANSAS UPHOLDS THE ZONING LAW 


Every progressive city and town in the 


.United States is deeply concerned in test 
cases, which arc now pending in several 
state tribunals, relative to the zone plan 
which not only enables ordered beautifi- 
cation, but provides for systematized 
growth of cities. 
The decision of the 


state supreme court, upholding the Kan- 
sas law. is received as encouraging news 
by towns in all parts of the United States. 


The Kansas ease brought out distinct- 


ly one of the principle issues in zoning. 
A Wichita citizen Avas denied a permit to 
construct a business building in a resi- 
dence district. 
The court went to the 


extent, in its ruling, of deciding that a 
zoning ordinance is effective, notwith- 
standing that a property owner might 
have enjoyed interference with his pro- 
ject before the law was passed. 


Had the zoning system been thought 


out and'applied years ago. cities and 
towns would look better today, and real 
estate speculators would not have im- 
paired or destroyed values of whole neigh- 
borhoods. Zoning is more than a scheme 
for embellishment of a city. It is an ar- 
rangement for scientifically determining 
uses of districts and stabilizing property 
values. 


Formerly, zoning was classed as mere- 


ly an aesthetic device. Nowshowever. it 
is generally approved as a method of lay- 
ing out cities properly and thereby fixing 
permanent uses and values of lands. This 
contention, city planning and city zoning 
experts and advocates hope, will win ap- 
proval of courts, as well a.s of all citizens 


I and shrewd property owners.

For a child, 'or an invalid 
with easily upset stomach, the citrate may be given 
n small doses, a wine glassful or less, cold, cverj 
iour if preferred. 


Whatever form of salts may be preferred, the 
ffects of all saline laxatives is the same—extrae- 
ion of water from the lining of stomach and bowel 
nd by such irritation tho stimulation of peristaltic 
T wave movement through the intestine. \ It is a 
Dernicious practice to resort to salts frequently or 
labitually. Such strong medicine is justifiable only 
or rare emergencies. Folks, sometimes take too scr 
ously the suggestions of those who exploit saline 
athartlcs as "blood cleansers" and "uric acid elim- 
nators" and all that sort, and by indulging in fre- 
quent doses of the mysterious salts, do them 
selves harm.

An antidote in great 


'avor was called ThQriac. It was com- 
pounded of about 50 different drugs. 
Many men of rank" and wealth took 
.heir Theriac in the morning as reg- 
ularly as they had bi eakfast." 


An able writer of that period, Ma- 


dame dc Sevigne, recorded this story 
ibout Madame de Brinvilliers and her 
over, Sainte-Croix: 


'Madame de Brinvilliers wanted to 


narry Sante-Croix. With that inten- 
ion she often gave her husband" poi- 
«on. 
Sainte-Croix, 
not desiring so 


vickcd a woman for his wife, gave 
antidotes to the poor husband, with 
.he result that—shuttle-cocked about 
n this manner five or six times, now

This wicked woman finally was ar- 


•csted, her guilt proved, and behead- 
•d in public after long torture in 
which she refused to betray her ac- 
complices, who not only poisoned on 
their own account but also conducted 
t big traffic selling deadly drugs to 
thousands who Wanted to get rid of 
enemies or rich relatives.

The governor's statement, as quoted 


in a Madison newspaper follows: 


"On this particular occasion. Diny 


found some boys with a dog and he 
asked them to get out.

in a moment of passion, shot the dog.

WIFE SOUGHT PARDON 


Application for the pardon was made 


by Mrs. B. H. Diny, wife of the 
de- 


fendant. 
Inasmuch as the governor, 


so far is known here, made no effort 
to ascertain the court record of the 
case, it is believed he obtained most 
of his information concerning the case 
from Mrs. Diny. 
The impression of 


the governor, reflected in his state- 
ment, is very much at variance with 
the record of testimony in the case. 
Diny was twice convicted of the crime 
of shooting a doc. once b/ a jury com- 
posed mostly of farmers and once by 
a judge in municipal court. 


ORDERS MONEY REPAID 


Another twi^t was given the case on 


Wednesday afternoon when Sheriff 
Otto H. Zuehlke was instructed by the 
governor to return the money which 
had been tendered him to pay Diny's 
fine and costs. 


The following information. • ootalned 


from the records in the case tell the 
story: 


Diny was arranged 
in 
municipal 


court on a charge of maliciously shoot- 
nig a hunting dog in violation of sec- 
lion 4445 of the Wisconsin statutes. 
The testimony showed that the owner 
of the dog. a Beagle hound, with two 
companions were on Diny's property 
when Diny. with a gun in his hand. 
went into the woods and ordered the 
hunters off his premises. The testi- 
mony showed that they readily agreed 
to do this and said they would not 
have ventured on his land if there hari 
been signs warning them to keep off. 
There was nothing in the testimony to 
show that abusive language was vised 
l.y the young men but it did indicate 
that Diny was the aggressor. 


SHOOTS DOG 


The dog was on the trail of a rab- 


bit in the underbrush nearbly and did 
not readily respond to the call of his, 
master and one of the^ boys offered to 
catch him and 
carry him off and 


started toward the dog. The testi- 
mony showed that Diny told the boys | 
"to never mind the -dog. he would | 
take care of him." and then he shot 
the dog's head off. The testimony al- 
so showed that Diny had been in the 
habit of shooting dogs. 
It showed 


that only a short time previous to his 
arrest he had stood in the doorway m 
his home and had shot two dogs that 


had momentarily got into his yard. 
The court imposed a fine of $10 on 
Diny and the latter appealed to cir- 
cuit court where 
a jury composed 


principally 
of farmers 
found him 


guilty after several minutes delibera- 
tion. Judge Werner fined him $100 
and ordered him 
to pay the costs. 


amounting to about $50. Diny pleaded 
that he did not have the money ana 


j the judge granted him a stay until 
March 4 to raise the money. 


IN ANOTHER SUIT 


In the meantime Diny had been 


made defendant in a criminal action 
in which he was 
charged 
with ob- 


structing a highway. The case was 
called for trial in municipal court but 
a settlement was affected out of court 
and Diny was given $150 to pay him 
for the land that had been taken for 
highway purposes. 
Diny contended 


that the road had not been legally 
laid out. 


On March 4 Diny appeared before 


Judge Werner and said he could not 
raise the money and was committed 
to jail for 60 days or until the fine 
was paid. Mrs. Diny then hurried to 
Madison and laid the case before tse 
governor. 
On the morning- of March 


9. while Diny still was in jail. Sheriff 
Zuehlke was 
notified by a. DePerc 


banker that he was sending a draft of 
$150 to pay Diny's fine and the cost? | 
of the action. 
About 3 o'clock that 


afternoon the sheriff received a tele- 
gram from the governor stating that 
Diny had been pardoned and ordering: 
his release. Diny was given his free- 
dom and an hour or so later the mon- 
ey arrived from DePere. 


No request has ever been made to 


the sheriff or "to the courts for the re- 
turn of this money but "Wednesday 
afternoon the government sent the | 
following telegram to the sheriff: 
I 


"Diny pardon perfected at 1:15 last | 


Friday P. M. There was no authority 
| after that hour to apply any money on 


fine that did not exist., 
Money re- 


ceived thereafter should be returned." 


Inasmuch as the money was re- 


ceived by the scheriff after 1:15 on 
Friday afternoon, it will be returned 
but not to Diny. It will go back to 
the banker who sent it to Appleton. 


It is believed in the courthouse that 


either Mr .or Mrs. Diny appealed to 


1 the governor to secure return of the 
! fine money.
